PROPOSED WEATHER 
STATIO 


SURVEYING YACHT HERE. 


A definito stago has now boon 
entored upon in connection with 
tho achomo for crocting a wirolass 
station on tho Pratas Shoal for 
tho purposo of sonding out 
woathor roports for tho bonofit of 
shipping. Tho Chinoso Admiralty 
Hydrographical Survoy yacht 
Kam Lu is horo in Hongkong, 
having boon commissioned for 
proliminary survoy work amongst 
tho Shoals, and an intorosting 
intorviow. was obtained by 4 
Teleyraph coportor to-day with 
the Commandor in regard to tho 
actual work to be ombarkod upon 
on arrival of tho vossel at its 
dootination. : 


As o wiroless station on tho 
Pratans would  bonofit. not 
only Hongkong but alsoa largo 
aren of South China, from the 
shipping point of viow, tho mat- 
tor was takon up with tho 
Chinogo Government — within 
whoso jurisdictition tho Shoal 
lios. rom the oxchango of viows, 
definite plans took shopo whon 
a communication was recoived 
from Sir Francis Aglon ({ns- 
pootor Gonoral of tho Chinoso 
Maritimo Custome) that tho 
Government was favourably dis- 
posed towards tho scbemo, and, 
having on their part recognised 
tho benofits which would rosult 
from it, would undertako tho 
work themsolves. This much 
wan to-day loarnod from Com- 
mandor P. Y. Kiang, who, having 
boon commissioned by the Chincso 
Admiralty for tho work, brought 
the Kam Lu from Shanghai lost 
wook with’ oa crow of over 
thirty mon and with all equip- 
mont nocossary for tho important 
tosk of obtnining soundings 
_amongst tho shoals. 


He pointed out that tbo 
scheme would not bo practioablo 
unloss ‘they mado tho shoal 
accossiblo to boasts carrying 
provisions and stores, and tho 
place tolorabio as a placo of 
habitation fortho staff of tho wire- 
loss station. Nothing loss attrac- 
tivo could bo imaginod than those 
Shoals, said Commandor Kiang, 
tho facilitios as a place of resi- 
donco being noxt to nothing. Tho 
main roof measures as much as 
a milo and o half in length, 
and thoro sro as only throe 
coconut palms on it to 
adorn tho solitary landscapo. 
Of frosh water thoro is o little 
supply from a water holo ex- 
cavatod by tho Japanoso fishor- 
mon who frequent tho shoals, Tho 
wiroloss station would havo to bo 
provisionod from time to ‘timo, 
and Commandor Kiang undor- 
stood that arrangoments in this 
connection would bo organised 
from Hongkong. 


To mako tho main islot, on 
which the wircloss station is to 
bo built, accessible to theso pro- 
vislon oraft, it will bo necessary 
to ostablish a channol through 
the shonls and surrounding 

_ yoofa. A way through haa 
boon discovered and used by 
Japanoso fishing boats, but it is 
not dopendablo in all weathers 
unloss the channel is markod 
out. with buoys. Tho work which 
will now bo. onterad upon will 
bo to tako soundings of 
this channol and to lay out tho 
courso with buoys- Later on, 
matorials will bo taken to tho 
shoal for tho erection of tho wire- 
Jose station, which will bo-oquip- 
pod with a radio compass. In this 
connection, Commander Kiong 
montioned that signal goar will 
also bo orcoted for tho bonofit of 
passing vossols, and, possibly ata 
istor dato, a lighthouso will also 
bo built on tho shoals.

Anybody who has 
rond this Court roport will seo 
tho oxact procedure followo 
tho pirates. Although tho lad 
was kidnapped at Canton tho 
woman had to como to Hongkong 
in order to seo tho pirates’ “ go- 
betwoons", and it appears that 
sho rocoived somo assistance from 
tho Sooretoriat for Chinese 
Affairs hore in order to try ond 
find tho culprits, although 
only a couple of tho lesser 
““go-botwoons” aro roportod 
to. have been caught. Tho 
lage Kougmi ogaia appoors in 


‘this cas, ‘and tho pirates do- 


mandod o thousand dollars, ton 
taels of opium, and fifty dollars 
“Jucky money" as ransom for 
tho boy, and askod it all to be 
sent to Kongmi. (So far, tho 
little boy does not sppear to havo 
beon returnod to his mothor. 

On March 11th, an interesting 
throatotiing.lotter, sont to a.com- 
‘pradore of ono of our-rivor boats, 
was pubished-in the Telegraph, 
and the placa whoro thoy wanted 
tho monoy,sent .was again noar 
Kongmi.." 

Wheat can_ ‘wo deduco 
from alltbis? In tho first place, 
it’ appoars that tho pirates are 
vory ofton stationed in Hongkong 
while they are planning their 
outrages, and also that their lair 
is in the violnity of Kongmi, in 
tho Shuntak district.‘ This place 
is by no moana strongly fortified, 
and tho ridiculous myth about 
terribla strongholds can simply bo 
cast aside 18 no much nonsense. 

“Tt soome to the writor that the 
best way in which the operations 
from Kongmi could bo supprosacd, 
would be for tho Hongkong 
authoritios to como to an 
undorstanding with tho Chinoso 
authorities nt Canton whoroby tho 
latter would imposo a hoavy fino 
on: tho district and tho villago 
oldurs be detained until satisfac- 
tion was givon. If this procedure 
woro followod, I boligye that wo 
should seo better results than 
from all tho other anti-piracy 
moasures now in oporation. 

That the piratos aro often enjoy- 
ing immunity hero at Hongkong, 
while they aro concocting thair 
villainies, can, bo scen from tho 
fact that‘In many instancoa the 
victims of the dopredations aro 
asked to come to Hongkong in 
ordorto pny thoir blood-monoy. 
Indced, a missionary, told mo 
vory rocently that ho know of at 
least two instances whero tho 
ransom monoy domanded. by 
es in Honogkng had actually 

cen patd out by chaque! It sooms 
to mo that such a matter as this 
nocds looking into, in addition to 
whioh there there should be the 
closest ecoperation between the 
Hongkobg . Government and. the

PROCEFDINGS. 


The first mecting of ereditors in 
the mutter of the Chinese Mer- 
caunte’ Bank, Ltd, (in liquidation) 
was held at LW. M. Supreme Court, 
Shanghai, Inst week, presided over 
by Mr. D. RB. Cooke, Oficial Re- 
eciver. 

There was a large number of 
creditors present, while Mr. H. D. 
Rodger watched the Interests of 
others, numbering 1,166. 9 Mr, 2. 
Pater-on, ¢.A., of Messrs. Loive, 
Bingham & Matthews, the provi- 
sional Wquidator, was also in at. 
tendance. co. we 

The Official Receiver, deseribing 
the Bank’s position, aaid: 

The Postion. 

As you are doubtless aware, this 
is a British bank and {fs what js 
known as a Hongkong China Co, 
meaning & company incorporated 
under the Hongkong Ordinance, 
part of whose business is carried 
on in China, but controlled in 
Hongkong. 

The authorized capital, ax shown 
by the Inst batince shect dated 
Jane $0, 1924, was $6,000,000, of 
which was ixsucd $1,220,100, le-s 
calls in arrears of $102,100, 

The balance sheet at June 30, 
1923 showed a credit to profit and 
losa account of $73,082.69, out of 
which a dividend was proposed, 
and S.believe paid, of 6 per cent. 
absorbing $61,621.44. Further de- 
precintion was written off and 4 
halance of $5,189.02 carried for- 
ward, 

Suspension of Payment. 

The bank suspended payment in 
Hongkong on June 12, 1924, and in 
consequence of cables received, this 
branch, as well as others, did like- 
wise, ‘the Shanghai Branch sue- 
pending payment also on June 12, 
1024, 3 

A petition to wind up the com- 
pany was immediately presented in 
Hongkong and another in) Shang- 
hai. In Hongkony Mr, John Flem- 
ing was appointed special manager 
and he and Mr. T. Martin subse- 
quently weee appointed liquidators, 
Mr. BR. Paterson was) appointed 
provisional liquidator in Shangnai 
to collect the assets and to take 
charge of the company's, property 
in China, which appointment cover- 
wd tthe Shanghai and | Canton 
Branches. He is’ atill aeting: in 
Shanghai, but’ has been quite wa- 
able to obtain any control over the 
Canton branch, Mr. Paterson ap- 
pointed as his agent) Mr. John 
Fleming of Hongkong, who found 
that the, Canton office had been 
closed by the military.  Sub-e- 
quently a specink manager was np- 
pointed, who stated that his au. 
thority was the Municipality of 
Cunton. A formal request in writ- 
ing has been made to the Chinese 
authorities, asking that the assets 
in Canton be handed over, withoul 
result. . 

‘The British and Chinese autho- 
rities in Canton do not recognize 
this bank as a British) company 
and consequently the provisional 
liquidator has been quite unable to 
obtain any control over the branch 
there and the situation is therefore 
still obscure, ; ; 

Axsets to be Pooled. - 

As regards the other branches, 
vizi—Saigon and New York, a 
French government official, Mr. 
Brizon, styled the provisional ju- 
dlicial liquidator, took charge in 
the former place, In New York a 
State official took charge, and it is 
reported by the liquidator in Hong- 
kong that this official proposes to 
Nquidate for the benefit of United 
States creditors, in aceordance 
with those of the American bank- 
ing laws applicable to this matter, 
The same with respect to'Saigon.

Estimnted Defictency. 

From a pernsal. of the bank's 
ledger balances in Hongkong last 
July, there was an estimated de- 
ciency of $450,000 and Tam in- 
formed that, from the Hongkony 
statement of affairs, it would seem 
that creditors there may expect to 
recvive approximatecy 20 per cent, 
but this-fizure must be treated with 
reserve, : 

From the statement of affairs of 
the Shanghai branch, whieh has 
not yet been signed by any res- 
ponsible director or officer, it would 
appear that the locale creditors 
might expect a dividend (of ap- 
proximately 60 per cent, but this 
also must be treaged with reserve, 
as the book debts are a most un. 
certain quantity, 

Cause of the Deficiency. 

The principal cause of the den. 
dency in Shanghai is stated to be 
due to losses on exchange contracts 
from June, 1923, to June 1924, out 
expecially from September to De- 
cember, 1928, and it is claimed that 
even these were largely: incurred 
on behalf of Wongkong and New 
York. 

The bank‘held a long position in 
sterling and gold dollars, expecting: 
gold to appreciate in the Autumn, 
However, goid depreciated, said to 
be owing tu ‘the earthquake in 
dapan, and sterling bought at low 
rates had to De sold at high rates, 
Cie. purchase at 8's had to be 
sod at 3/4 and gold dollars bought 
at 70 had to be sold at 72. Losses 
on exchange contracts are showa 
as Tis. 378,592. It ts claimed for 
this branch that a large portion af 
this ix due to purchases on behalf 
of Hongkong and New York, whieh 
were subsequently eancelled and 
had to be sald at a loss. 

Bad debts have caused a loss of 
over ¥30,090, but another amount 
of ‘F100,000 is obviously bad or 
doubtful. The banking busines- 
in Shanghai appears to have been 
carried on at a considerable loss. 

We shall probably be in possen- 
slon of information in the near 
future as to the progress of the ti- 
quidation in Hongkong.

It would appear from a reading 
of the soctions of the Chamber of 
Commerce annual roport which 
deal with 
that ovory offort is being mado at 
prosent to bring ‘this Colony 
thoroughly up-to-date in tho 


0 matter of radio communication 


facilities. Sinco the arrival hore 
of Mr. L. H. King, tho Gov- 
ernmont’s wireless oxport, o 
tromondous amount of oxcollont 
work has beon done in improving 
oxisting fooilitios, and thoro is 
Promiso of even moro boing ac- 
complishod in tho future, Things 
are apparontly not to’ bo allowed 
to dovelop on haphazard linos; 
thero is cloar ovidenco of an 
intontion to co-ordinate the 
Colony's sorvices 20 as to securo 
the boxt possiblo rosults both 
from tho shipping and com- 
morcial points of viow. 


The Capo D'Aguilar Station 
has during the past yoar boon 
frooly used for tho handling of 
intorport commorcial mossagos, 
with tho result that its utility io 
ship-to-shoro sorvico has boon 
considorably impaired. Now, 
howovoer, a now station is to bo 
orected which will tako ovor the 
commorclal work, whilst in the 
moantime theso mossages: ora 
boing handiod by an omorgoncy 
sot at the Obsorvatory. When 
tho now station is in boing, thoro 
will bo a distinct improvoment 
on present-day facilitios, but wo 
still edhore to tho viow that it 
would bo foolish to burdon this 
station with broadcasting oithor 
nows or programmos of tho ontor- 
tainmont typo. Suoh work is far 
bottor loft to privato ontorprise, 
ond if satisfactory arrangements 
woro mado. along those Hnos wo 
havo np doubt that the Colony 
would appreciate tho service, 
whilst ot the same ‘time a 
considorablo trade would be 
opened up in radio oquipmont. 
Wo aro glad to soo that both the 
Chambor and’ tho Govornment 
fully spprociatos tho nocesslty 
of provision being made for long- 
distance communication betweon

Another Long Flight. 


Hongkong scoms dostinod to 
form a point on tho routo of all 
tho big world flights, and tho nows 
wo gavo yestorday of anothor 
venture of this nature, with an 
Italian aviator as tho horo, will 
havo caused littlo stir locally. It 
is interesting to obsorve that this 
could not: bo said only o yaar ago, 
when'tho arrival of the Amoricans 
was awaited with tho keonost 
intorest. Tho Italian flight is to 
be on'o fairly ambitious scale, 
and js to follow a now routo, with 
Manila asa “port of call” for the 
first time. The choico of Australia 
as the destination rocalls tho groat 
achiovoment of tho lato Sir Ross 
Smith at the ond of 1919, whon 
such a long distanco offort was 
practically unique, Even then, 
Sir Ross Smith had ‘proviously to 
go vory oarcfully ovor most of his 
route in ordor to onsuro eventual 
sucooss. This will bo'the socond 
timo that on Italian airman will 
havo on opportunity of disting-| 
uishing himeelf, tho last occasion 
boing the attompt by Major 
Looatolli to circumnavigato tho 
globo, which turned out an 
unfortunaoto failuro. It will 
be remembored that he had 
to drop out of tho flight 
after accompanying tho Amer- 
ican flying-mon for a part of 
thoir journey from Europo to tho 
United Statos. For this frosh 
aspirant to flying laurels we wish 
the bost of good luck—and luck 
is still an important factor in 
aviotion—and a successful com- 
plotion of his advonturous 
project, which offers possibilities 
of achioving now records as to 
spood, though tho foat of Captain 
Doisy in so quickly lioking 
Europe with the Far East will 
take o lot of boating. 


The Oil Age. 


Just op tho uso of coal supers 
seded primitive wood fuel in big 
industrios, so oil is ltaking tho 
ploco of coal in many diroctions. 
As tho years go by, and coal 
supplios becomo scarcer and tho 
mining of tho minoral moro 
difficult and costly, the triumph 
of oil fuol will bo paramount, In 
two vory important diroctions oil 
supplics have become ossential to 
tho lifo of tho big nations—for 
thoir morcantile marines and 
naval-vossols, and for motor trac- 
tion both in poaco and in war. 
The absenco of oj] deposits in 
torritory adjacent to the hond- 
quartors of the londing Powors, 
has forced thom to form 
combines of on international 
naturo, and it is ploasing to note 
that the tendency now is for a 
sharo and share alike policy rather 
then the keon rivalry which threa- 
toned a fow yonrs ogo to lead to 
extromo bitterness. The latest 
agroomont, in the Iraq, is o case 
in point, whero o satisfactory 
sottloment has boon reached ovor 
olaims that havo lod to Britain 
being. acoused in the past of 
exercising mandatory. powers 
with a dual purposo. But just as 
coal supplics arg limited, so aro 
tho oll strata likely to " petor out” 
in the course of time,-and unless 
tho ingenuity of man can discovor 
an adoquato and plontiful substi-] : 
tute, thore might in’ the remote 
futuro ‘como a period when the 
scramble for oil will be rendwed 
with disastrous Conseueniee:t to 
the pence of the world.
